Colonel John Ward 
of this city read a very interesting paper 
entitled "A Biographical Sketch of Govern- 
or Samuel Ward of Klioclo Island," who 
was his great-grandfather.

paper: 


Samuel Ward, second son of Governor 


Richard Ward of Ilhodo Island, was born 
at Newport iu that colony May 27, 17t^,and 
received ^ very careful and thorough edu- 
cation. Ho represented Westerly, It. I., in 
the General Assembly from 17f»(»-17.V.).

nr.S ho was ono of two delegates from tho 
colony to tho convention called at Hartford 
by the Earl of Loudouu to sottlo tho quotas 
of Now England troops in tho French war. 
In 17t>l ho was appointed Chief Justice of 
the colony, and whilo holding this office was 
elected Governor iu May, 18)j^. 


During MB first term he was much in- 


terested in tho founding of Brown Univer- 
sity, and his sou,Lieutenant-Colonel Samuel 
Ward, was graduated .with high honors in 
one of ita earliest classes. Ho was again 
clouted governor in 17(1^, aud, upon tho pas- 
sago of tho infamous stamp act by parlia- 
ment, immediately look n strong Htnud 
ngumst its enforcement. Tho governors of 
all tho colonies but ouo took tho oath to 
sustain this odious meayiiro ; Samuel Ward, 
"the governor of Ilhodo Island, atood afouo 
in his patriotic refusal," says the historian 
Bancroft. Mr. Ward was re-elected in 177IJ, 
living at Newport, whilo in oflice. 
During a 


HCBsiou of tho General Assembly, June 15, 
1771, Samuel Word and Stephen Hopkins 
wero elected thoj first dolegiitcs from any 
colony to tho Continental Congress, which 
met at Philadelphia September 
, 
r», 
1771. 


Gov. Ward's private diary of Iho proceed- 
ings of this and tho subsequent Congress is 
still preserved. On 
both 
occasions ho 


journeyed to Philadelphia on horseback. 
Tii tho journals of Congress ho appears us 
ouo of tho most prominent mcmburs. Much 
of tho business was prepared iu committee 
of tho whole, and as chairman of that body 
ho presided during ft very momentous part 
of the sittings, '.from May, 1775 to March, 
1771!, the president, John .Hancock, call ing 
him to tho chair on such occasions. On tho 
l.rith of Juno, 1775, Governor Ward reported 
from tho committee of the wholo in favor of 
electing

Governor Ward was on very iutiinato 


terms with Washington, aud subsequently 
corresponded with him. Tho governor's 
vnluo as ft conscientious, nblo member of 
congress caused his appointment upon so 
auauy committees as to seriously injure his 
health, aud ho finally succumbed to an at- 
tack of small pox March 1'G, 177(1. 
A monu- 


ment was erected to hid memory by tho 
Htntcof Khodo Island, tho inscription being 
written by tho celebrated John Jay, aud his 
bones now lio iu tho old cemetery at New- 
port, K. I. 
A striking feature of Governor 


Ward's character was his remarkable grasp 
of miud and statesmanlike breadth of view. 
His letters show an appreciation of tho crit- 
ical situation of tho colonies before it bad 
fairly dawned upon the minds of any per- 
BOiis except a very few statesmen like him- 
self. As tho crisis approached ho rose to tho 
situation, and evinced an unalterable desire 
for national independence, which was in- 
tensified as tho struggle proceeded. 


Tho noblo career of his sou, Lieutenant 


Colonel (then Captain) Samuel Ward in tho 
Revolutionary army equalled his expecta- 
tions, and fanned his lovo of country to a 
still holier flame. Tho letters he addressed 
to his favorite non breathe a religious spirit 
and ft devout trust in Providence, accom- 
panying and enhancing his intense patriot- 
ism. Governor Ward's religious character 
was remarkably developed, and a lofty 
spirituality pervades hiswritiugs.npparenUy 
stimulating his courage aud earnestness ,in 
the great national work in which ho was 
ongnged. 
So thoroughly unselfish was ho, 


and so regardful of his duty to his country, 
that whilo awnro of tho danger ho was 
running of taking tho fatal disoaso of which 
ho died, ho felt llmt ho could not spare 
timo from his patriotic labors to bo inocu- 
lated, and thus foil a victim to a conscien- 
tious dischargo of his public duties, Aiuoiicu 
could ill afford to IOKO so noblo an example 
of tho best virtues of that greatest period in 
our national history, the American Revolu- 
tion.

Dolly was a brown, hvo.ul shouldered girl 


of tho lovoo, with the lithu Htreagth of ft 
panthereas ia her compactly init iifjuro, ami 
owning ouo of those peculiar faces which at 
oace attract and pozzlo by their very unique- 
ness.— a face that possessed a straugo couio- 
liuess when viewed at certain angles, es- 
pecially half profile, and that would have 
scorned very soft and youthful but for the 
shadow of its heavy black brows, perpetual- 
ly knitted Medusa wise, us though by over- 
lastiug pain, above a pair of great, dark, 
keen, steady eyes.
